I cut rarf.-^ongor service to three 
ti'aiii.s a week, while deeply regretted 
waa not altogether iinexpecte»l. con- 
sldrlng the fact that for months 
pivst the passenger traJTic on the line 
from Lethbridge to Cardston has 
been practically nil, and of cours3 
with the shrink In buying; pow’er all 
over the district, the exprers was 
amallor all the time, and the only 
thing that was regular was the Mall 
C. ntract. 

There la little to ta said In the 
way of argument for as keeping 
the dally express and passenger ser 
that aiTangementa be made some 
vice in operation, but it la n necessity 
how so that we can get a dally mall 
Tlic I resent generation cannot rem¬ 
ember a time when this town did 
not have a daily mail, as it exter ’ 
back 20 or 25 years, and business 
of the south towns surely Justificr 
tome arrangement in this respect. 
The Board of Trade is at present 
W'orklug on tlie silualiin .and other 
Mganizal on.s couM a.°aiat by meraor 
laliziug the C. V. R and the Domin¬ 
ion Government of our d.sires and 
wliat \vc led or. rights in this mat¬ 
ter. 

Thjre has been mudi said and some 
prif. wCi regarding the changes in the 
ijchedulo. A great many suggestions 
have l>eon made that the C. P R. 
la’.io off the \ “?sent heavy train and 
put on u gas car of soniv' sort that 
cr^ i!d I e op-ereteJ posfibly by one or 
two men. and keep up the dally ser 
vice. This may be alright, but not 
being in th.' j lilroad business we 
would not attempt to say. The rail 
uaj-s are asked to meet with rather 
unfair compeition in the matter of 
transportation, both as to freight 
and pajse-igora. And. while w’e do 
notdesire to get into any arguments 
in this matter, it must be evident to 
everyone that busses and trucks c..d 
at a much Bow'or rate per 
ndlc than the railways can possibly 
do While the license fees fer Public 
cairier.s are high, they are hardly 
in L'.ne with w’hat it costs the ral’.- 
wajs to operate their lines especially 
;b: branch Une-3. and while the C.P.R. 
ir.ainta/ns section crew's to keep their 

nes in shape, the government keeps 
llij highw'ays in shape for all motor 
vGb.lclcj. and you and I and every 
taxpayer of any description in this 
i rav'ince help to pay the bill. 

Now. as we said before. We aro 
not trying to get into any argument 
in this matter. W’e only paint these 
things out In the course of the consld 
crat-ion of this matter, because we 
feel that in the face cf the competit 
ion they are asked to meet our R i 
ways have done fine and are certain 
liV dcser\iug cf \ also. 

There are several things that 
cou*d be arranged to maintain the 
<l!iiJy rrall n this line and yet only 
run three passenger trains per week 
W’e now have tw'o freights per w'oek. 
If those freights could be arranged 
to run on the days when the Passen 
f,vr did not run then we would have 
five n.ai'.s per week and a big sav¬ 
ing to the C.P R. Again, the freight 
is usually heavier in the su.amer 
riiontlis. and probably three freights 
a week could be run instead of two, 
uud then we cculd have cur dai y 
mail tailing for granted of course 
thpt the frenghts w'ere operated on 
the days when the passenger did not 
inn. Cr. why not a mixed daily as 
f.anic of ihc oth.r branches have. We 
r.dmit that none of these alteratives 
V/.. 11 M be PS nice as the ) re::ent ar- 
raagmiciit when the passenger runs 

' f hedu'?, we get our daily mail, 
our L-xpre-ss, and on time, and if wo 
feel like it, and with most of ui 
when we have to. we can use the 
C.P.R. to travel on Instead of the bui 
or private car. 

We arc in a period right now, 
when wc are called upon to forego 
many of the conveniences we had in 
years jert past and like the individ¬ 
ual. large corporations are having 
their joys and sorrows in keejln? 
thipg i on the right Hide of tha ledger 
With everyone else we appreciate 
the dai." mail service an! we are 
earnestly hoping that it can be cen- 
flnu 1. And we believe that it will, 
tu fart the C.P.R. may have this ar- 
ranged now. But wc feci, that If the 
e P.R. cannot find a way to do this, 
we aliould at least be consistent and 
fair In the matter, and let us not 
forget, that yearn before we had 


Li.ivollod roods and Oieyhound buss¬ 
es, and a car In nearly eviry family, 
the (\P.R. was serving us W’cll and 
wo all appreciated It. Whatever chan 
ges the pTesent and the future nvay 
bring, let us not ferget that .South¬ 
ern A^oertR in com non with all of 
Canada ow'os our railway companies 
a till thft gratitude alone cannot 
V)ay for their splendid work In f ion 
c.-'rlng thp countfy, and tying us to¬ 
gether with all weather roads when 
it W'as miles and miles botw'eon stt 
tlemonts, and farm hou^’cs w'cre ab¬ 
out cs scarce as hen's teeth. 

We arc desirous of maintaining 
the dally mall service, and wc nr 
pure that this fact will not he over 
ookletl by the C P.R. or the Domin¬ 
ion Government.

In an effort to protect the high 
ways of the province from damage 
from unduly heavy loads during the 
period in which the frost is comlrig 
out of the ground and the roads p.en- 
erally are n u soltened co . cion, th* 
piovincirtl highways d"p.>rinunl has 
!’acc.i -es nr^lnn.s on ihe woight t t 
.op'ls permitted to b* tarried by 
trucks, during the period froai .^pril 
11th to 24Lh. Thia period may be e\ 
tended if conditions warrant, or the 
restrictions may be lifted before the 
date set if conditions are favorable. 

Under the regulations governing 
highway traffic in the province at 
prewcLc. units with tw’o axl.?s are pji 
milted loads to the maximum of 24,- 
dOO lbs. and units with mc*o tlian 2 
axles, or any combination or liuln 
'jonsistlng of truck with traih^r rr 
semi-trailer, to the maximum of 30, 
000 lbs. These l^oads w'lll now be re- 
fctrlctcd to half their amounts, under 
the short-term restrictions mention¬ 
ed above.

Probably the most outstanding ex¬ 
ample of effective club work is tha* 
of th,? hoys and girls swine clubs 
Their organization took place in 1923 
and Coincided witli the inauguration 
of Canada's now hog grading policy. 
At that time hogs in Canada graded 
10 per cent oelcct. In 1931 the per- 
cuitago was 19 per cent. A survey 
covering various districts shows that 
tho quality has been invariably high¬ 
er where boys ax;d girls clubs havo 
been operating ,in some cases 50 per 
cent of the year’s marketings being 
in this class Some carload lots slii}) 
ped by tho boys and girls clubs grad 
ed 100 i>er cent, select. This type of 
carcass Is essential for Canada’s ox 
port trade and is also admirabloy ad 
apted to her domestic requirements 

Figures compiled by tho Canadla i 
National Railways a'so show that 
last year thorc were no less than 1191 
clubs of various sorts in Canada with 
a combined membership of 20,952. 
This represents a marked incre?se 
over 1930, when the figures were 921 
clubs with a membership of 14,700.
